THE SUEZ CANAL, 


The bombardment of the furts at 
Alexandria;by the British government 
yesterday has closed the Suez Canal, 
one of the grandest scientific projects 
of the age. A brief resume of the 
causes which led to the undertaking 
and the*extraofdinary facilities ab- 
corded to commerce through fits com- 
pletion will niet oe dut of place at this 
time. The Suez Canal is an artificial ) 
arm’ of the sea, connetting the Medit- 
erranean and Red Seas. The idea of 
its formation was of very ancient 
origin, and, indeed, there was com- 
munication by water from sea to sea 
as early as 600 years before the 
Christian era, but after continuing for 
about 1,400 years the channel — was 
neglected and fel! into disuse. It is 
also asserted, with some show of reason, 
that the grand idea was a pet hope of 
Napoleon, who prosecuted some in- 
vestigations in that direction, but with- 
out ultiniate success. The design was 
rendered more valuable by the in- 
troduction of screw steamers, which, 
independent ot the vagaries of the 
winds and tides, were permitted to 
pursue’ tortuous courses through 
narrow channels where sailing vessels 
could acarcely venture. The canal

month on a voyage, and this great re- 
sult was due to the energy and enter- 
prise of the indefatigable Ferdicard 
de Lesseps. -From 1849 to 1854 he 
was occupied in maturing his plans, 
and after several conferences of Com- 
missions in Egypt and Paris De Lesseps 
secured the necessary funds for the 
enterprise, and in- boats the work was 
commenced. 

The canal extends from Port Said, 
on the Mediterranean, to Suez, oo the 
Red Sea, the length of navigation 
being 88 geographical miles. Of that 
distance 66 miles are actual canal, 
formed by cutting, 14 miles are made 
by dredging through lakes, and 8 
miles required no work, the natural 
depth being sufficient. There were 
nearly 80,000,000 cubic yards of 
material excavated, and at one time 


and 30,000 laborers employed in the 
work. The cost of the undertaking 
was.over $100,000,000. The.business 
of the canal has steadily increased 
singe | its. completion, the receipts 
havifg assumed enormous proportions, 
The net profits last year were over 
$5,000,000, an increase of over 28 per 
cent, over the profits of the preceding 
yeat: Each ship that passes through 
the canal pays a little over 20 cents 


per ton.

The tiffect of the Bombardment—The 
Forts Sliienced. 
: Lonpon, July 11. 

The special correspondent of the 
Associated Press with the British fleet 
telegraphs a3 follows: 

Orr ALEXANDKIA, July 11, 6 P.M. 

A British naval officer has furnished 
me the following account of the day’s 
operations: The bombardment com- 
menced at 7:45 this morning. The 
ironclads Super and Alexandria en- 
gaged and totally destroyed Fort 
Paros and the light-house batteries, 
which are at the entrance to the new 
port and were intended to dominate 
the approach to the new harbor. The 
flagship Invincible and the Monarch 
and Penelope took up commanding 
positions inside thé reefs and, assisted 
from the outside by the Temerare, 
attacked with destructive effect the 
strong position of, Fort Mex with the 
light-houge and shore batteries. The 
Inflexib!e was stationed so as to com- 
mand the light-house and the batteries 
of Fort Pharos and Fort Mex at the 
same time, and was io position to co- 
j operate with both the divisions outside 
and inside the reefs. Tbe gunboats 


Bygeret attached the Marabout bat- 
tery at the entrance to the harber, and 
taking close and destructive range, 
soon silenced them, after which they 
ran in and shelled Fort Mex, on the 
northern side of the entrance, The 
Invincible, under cover of her own 
guns and those of the Bittern, then 
landed a party of blue jackets and ma- 
rines, who entered Fort Mex and blew 
up the heavy guna. The bombardment 
practically ceased at noon, though 
some heavy guns at this hoor are still 
shelling. Fort Napoleon, a large work 
situated at the southern angle of the 
inner harbor and dominatiog the town 
fort, does not repty. On the whole, 
the ‘Egyptians fought their batteries 
with more determination than had 
been expected. Several of their earth- 
works, behind which guns had been 
mounted, were found to be mere sand, 

One shot went clear through the [a- 
flexible. 

A correspondent on board the 
United States steamer Quionebaugh 
saysthe Eyyptiass fought splendidiy 
and the ships behaved magnificently. 
The Qainnebaugh anchored only five 
cables on the port heam of the Teme- 
rare, and had a fine view of the con- 
test. Shells from the forts fell quite 
- Close. 

A correspondent on the Invincible 
telegraphs that the fort and batteries 
on the sea-waill are a heap of ruins. 
The Egyptians stuck to their guos 
until the forts were. crumbling down. 
| The aim.of the Egyptian gunners was 
chiefly against the Penelope and In- 
fiexible, and they fired principally 
round shot. Their elevation was bad, 
The Iovincible was seldom hit. The 
armor of the Superb was penetrated. 
The Egyptian officers set a good ex- 
ample to the men, often jamping upon 
the parapets to see the effect of their 
fire. .A party of mariners landed from 
the Invincible to blow up the fort. 
The Egyptiane bad no shells, which 
fact accounts for the small number of 
castalities on the British vessels,

There is 
therefore no ground whatever for 
the assertion that the action of Eng- 
land is judged by Europe as high- 
handed or unnecessary. If the Purte 
refuses to intervene in England we 
shall gladly welcome the assistance of 
France. 

GAMBETTA ON THE SITUATION.

A Heavy Debt and a Khedive Who 

Cannot Control His People. 

The fact that Egypt is in a state of 

revolution, and being filled and en- 

vironed with European interests, a 

brief sketch of what caused the exist- 

ing trouble will be interesting. Dur- 

ing the last fifteen years Egypt has ac- 

quired the enormous national debt of 

£80,393,000 sterling, or $401,965,000, 

Her bonds are held by foreigners, 

mainly by British and French sub- 

jects, and the permanency of the 

present Governmeut is deemed the 


best guarantee of the safety of 
the securities of her European 
creditors. And° then, there is the 
Suez §Canal, the importance of 
which, to the trade of the world can- 
not be estimated. The revolution is a 
menace to the existence of this great 
work. Every mopth sees the traffic 
on the Suez Canal increase; the ton- 
nage passing last year exceeded that 
of 1879 by nearly two millions and a 
half; the annual revenue duriny the. 
ast four years has risen from under a 
million to nearly two milliong ster- 
ling; nearly 3,000 vessels use the water 
every 12 months. 


EGYPT BELONGS TO THE EGYPTIANS, 


But the canal and its banks belong to | 


the world, and to England above all. 
for eighty per cent. of the tonnage is 
English. This fact enters as one of 
the causes of the largest magnitude | 
which prompt the interference of the:

culty. Political disaffection has wide- 
ly existed in Egypt for several years 
past. The Egyptians want an auto- 
nomy, but British influence mainly has 
kept it a tributary province of Turkey.

A WHOLESALE MASSACRE. 


On the afternoon of Sunday, June 
11th, the hostile feeling that had been 
growing stronger among the Egyptiaus 
toward foreigners, cniminated in a 
wholesale massacre of the latter at 
Alexandria, Early in the afternoon a 
quarrel arose between an Arab and a 
European, in which the latter used a 
knife and killed his antagonist. There 
upon the Arab population became ex- 
cited and commenced an indiscrimin- 
ate attack upon the Europeans. The 
Arabs were armed with guns, knives 
and bludgeons. They broke into the 
houses and shops of the Europeans 
when there was any prospect of getting 
booty. Whatever they found that was 
worth taking they stole; what was not 
valuable enough to steal they wan- 
tonly destroyed. Mr. Cookson, the 
British Consul, was severely wounded, 
one account says, by a shot, another 
by a blow from a bludgeon, and the 
Greek and Italiau Consuls were also 
wounded. The number of Europeans 
killed is estimated at 250. A number 
of bodies where thrown into. the sea, 
They were bayonetted or. beaten to 
death with bludgeons. Witnesses state 
that the rabble was preceded by a 
detachment of gendarme:, who drew 
up in the middle of the square, and 
looked’ on while the massacre com- 
menced, and afterward took part in it.
